Ceiling Prices on 


Wines Told 


Uniform ceiling | prices on Cali- 
fornia wines, which in many cases 
will roll-back retail prices now be- 
ing charged, were set in an OPA 
price order effective December 21. 

Typical maximum prices an- 
nounced by Leonard M. Kearns, 
OPA food price chief, are: red 
table wine, 73 cents per one-fifth 
gallon bottle; white table wine, 
cents and sweet or dessert wine, 
$1.05 per fifth bottle. State sales 
tax may be added, 

These prices, Kearns said, are 
baesd on an average $90 per ton 
price for California wine grapes. 
Recently wine grapes, which are 
not under price ceilings, have sold 
ag high'as $140 per ton. 

Vintners who bottle special vint- 
ages or wine blends have 30 days 
time, under the order, to file ap- 
plications for permission to con- 
tinue charging higher prices for 
high quality wines. 

Prices set under the new order 
will bring retail prices in line with 
those charged in 1942, with at- 
lowance made for tax increases 
since that date, Kearns said. The

$786 Is Per Capita 
Value of Property 


In County 
Assessed value per person of 
taxable property in San Bernar- 


dino county this year averaged 
$786 for each of the 221,400 per- 
sons estimated to be in the county 
at January 1, 1945, California Tax- 
payers’ association announced to- 
day, making public its study of 
property valuations per capita In 
California counties. Total assess- 
ed value of property in the county 
for 1944-45 is $174,056,755. 

Property valuations in the coun- 
ty averaged $818 per capita for
